A Hamburg customs officer with whom OONGEN Hamburg discussed the matter indicated that an 
investigation would be begun,, and he expected cooperation from Swedish authorities* The 
tantalum plates were shipped ‘by Heraeus Hanau to the Lager-und Speditions G.m.b.H., Hamburg* 
From Hamburg they were shipped to Stockholm (or possibly Malmo) thence to General Transport, 
Basel* from Basel they were shipped to Zurich, thence by air to Prague* From Prague the 
material was sent to East Germany, probably to DIA in East Berlin* 

Although proposed refinements in the IL I definition of tantalum have not yet been 
approved by C0C0M, there is informal agreement among key delegations (including German) 
that tantalum wire and plates are covered by IL 1670* (Surgical tantalum plates are 
subject to & $100 cut-off o)

Berlin D-97 reported the shipment of 60 tons of borax (in 3> shipments) by Panchemie, 
Luzern, to Dia-Chemie, East Berlin. The routing of the first shipment was by way of 
Gutenfurst in BovariayW. Germany. The second shipment was routed via Basel. The in- 
formation was brought to the attention of W. Germany authorities who indicated they would 
investigate the case. Embassy Bern discussed the case with a Swiss official (the Swiss 
having established August 15 a new export control regulation for borax)* It Is believed 
that the second shipment may have been a transit shipment (without blue certificate) 
through Basel, Panchemie acting as agent for the end-user in East Germany*

ship some TEL to Yugoslavia, by utilizing the services of the Fratelli Gondrand Shipping 
Company. This instruction further reported that Scba had offices in Munich, from which he 
supposedly coordinates all "black market" deals in West Germany and Austria. 

Little additional information has been obtained concerning these activities of Soba.
